®@ quarter of a million Americans 
and Canadians will travel to Europe

Tor example, not only should the powers of the Senate come under review, | 
but the constitution of that body if it is to be continued as an integral part of 
our legislative machinery. It stands to reason that the four rapidly growing | 
Western Provinces will not be content for all time to bave their representa- 
tion in the limited to that of the aoa small Maritime Provinces, 
unely, twenty-four Senators for Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Aiberta and Brit-
